General Superintendent W. A. May, of 
the Hillside Coal and Iron Company and 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company, which 
are controlled’ by the Erie, was on the 
witness stand for a long time today, and 
Save testimony tending to show that 
since the advent of the union into the 
anthracite regions the workmen were 
less efficient, that a lack of: discipline has 
resulted, that it interfered with authority 
and limited the earning capacity of the 
employees. 

On cross-eWamination Mr. May said he 
thought that where the company and the 
men disagreed some good may result 
by calling in a third party. He believed 
the present advance asked for was un- 
reasonable. Other witnesses were called 
who corroborated much of Superintendent 
May’s testimony. 

Wayne MacVeagh and Major Everett 
Warren, counsel for the Erie company, 
expect to conclude their case tomorrow 
afternoon. The elaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western company will follow 
the Erie. Chairman Gray is expected to 
attend tomorrow's sessions. 


He Knew Mitchell. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Darrow. 
Superintendent May said he knew John 
Mitchell personally: but would object to 
meeting him as the agent of the men 
in the employ of the Erie company, be- 
cause {it would bring in an outside ele- 
ment which had no‘direct interest in the 
business.

Senator Tillman Jabs and Jabs 
at the Combines With 
His Weapon, 


WONDERS WHY PEOPLE 
HAVE NOT REBELLED 


He Thinks Conditions Are Such That 


Mobs Ought To Throttle the 
Law and Move on the Mo- 
nopolists—Denounces 
Knox. 


Washington, January 14.—For an houwi 
and a half today Mr. Tillman, of South 
Carolina, occupied the attention of the 
senate in a characteristic speech, in 
which he denounced trusts and monopo- 
lies and severely criticised the attorney 
general. 

Mr. Tillman said that Mr. Aldrich, since 
the Vest resolution regarding the removal 
of the coal duty came up, had become 
more strenuous and had exhibited more 
feeling and earnestness than he thought 
him capable of. 

The energy of the venerable and bril- 
liant senator from Missouri, Mr. Tillman 
said, had put a spur to the lagging horses 
in the house of representatives and those 
in the senate who had been cold-blooded- 
ly contemplating the condition of affairs 
for a month. His only wonder, he said. 
was that in these trying times of death 
and distress mvubs are not taking steps 
to show monopolists that in the last re- 
Sort men will neither starve nor freeze 
to death, but will throttle the law, if nec- 
essary, and take it into their own hands 
and seize supplies. 

He then criticised those who claim that 
there was not sufficient authority to 
remedy the evils which exist, and said 
that we may load down our statute books 
with laws but unless the sworn officers of 
the law shall discharge their duties fear- 
lessly and honestly every effort to pro- 
tect the people will fail because of their 
dereliction. 

“Efforts have been made,’ said Senator 
Tillman, ‘proof has been filed, pleadings 
have been had, petitions to the attorney 


general filed warning and begging him 


to protect the people against the impend- 
ing danger; but he has sat quietly in his 
office and done nothing.”’ 

Rich and poor alike, he declared, are 
freezing because of the fact that a mo- 
nopoly does exist, because the lawyers 
have failed to interpret the law in the 
interest of the people. 

Fie criticised the coal strike commis- 
sioners and said they were taking irrel- 
evant and unnecessary testimony, when 
if they wanted to they could find out

gress that such a monopoly exists. 

He criticised a decision by Judge Taft 
involving a case under the interstate 
commerce law, and said it was the same 
judge who would not leave “the onerous 
and odious’’ duties to which he was now

Alabama's Legislators Receive 
Governor's Communication, 


—_—_—— — 


Joint Resolution Informing Senator 


Pettus That He Need Not Come 
to Montgomery—His Com- 
mission Will Be Sent 
to Him. 


Montgomery, <Ala., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Governor Jelks today sent his bi- 
ennial message to the legislature, but 
both houses dispensed with the formal 
reading and ordered copies printed. 

Aside from the message, the incident 
of the day was the adoptfon of a joint 
resolution offered by Mr. Rich, of Mobile, 
in the house, to the effect that Senator 
Pettus need not come here to see about 
his reelection as United States senator. 
The unanimous purpose is to reelect him 
and send him a new commission. The 
house elected the officers nominated at 
last night's caucus, 

Speaker Tunstall, on being sworh in, 
referred to only one of the matters of 
legislation likely to come up—a new elec- 
tion law. This should be so framed as 
to guarantee not only that every voter 
shall have one ‘free and untrammelled 
vote, but that his ballot shall be counted 
as cast, a sentiment which elicited the 
first applause of the session. 

The house adjourned after adopting res- 
olutions of respect to the memory of 
Francis L. Pettus, speaker of the last 
house, who died at daylight after ad- 
journment the night before. 

The first bill to be introduced in either 
house was one by General Harrison, in 
the senate, authorizing street and subur- 
ban railways to extend their lines inte 
Alabama from other states, and also sell 
electricity for heat and power in this 
state. Its special purpose is to enable the 
street railway of Columbus, Ga., to at 
once cross the Chattahoochee river into 
Phenix City, Ale. 

The only new county scheme, one for a 
county at Dothan, will be one of the big 
fights of the session. Senator Acree, of 
Dale, whose county would lose territory, 
opened thé fight today by offering a bill to 
create a branch court house at Newton, 
in Dale county. 

Mr. Castleberry, of Talladega, made 
the first move under the new constitution, 
which allows inferior courts of towns of 
1,500 people, in lieu of justices of the 
peace, by introducing a bill making. the 
change at Talladega.

What the Message Contains. 

Montgomery, January 14.—(pecial.)—The 
biennial message of Governor JelKs, trans- 
mitted ta the legislature today is. framed 
in the spirit of gratulation, especially over 
the condition of the finances, the new con- 
and tke educational interests. 
He appeals to members to take advantage 
of the opportunity to give the time here- 
tofore squandered on local legislation to 
a patriotic consideration of the larger in- 
terests of the state. The first duty that 
confronts the legislature is the harmo- 
nizing of the laws with the new consti- 
tution. In the matter of elections, “‘We 
must cleanse our garmets,” he says. He 
laye special stress on a new primary law, 
a registration law that will conform ex- 
actly to the permanent qualification for 
suffrage of the new constitution, leaving 
nothing to the discretion of registrars, 
and such an election law to take the place 
of the present law as will lay the sever- 
est penalties on fraud of any sort. 

At present the labor of the circuit 
judges is very unequally divided, and he 
recommends a redistricting of the state 
es to the circuits so that the judges will 
have about the same work. 

The gain in the balance in the treasury 
during the last two fiscal years was 
about $100,000, which is not considerable 
in transactions of such magnitude, and 
he counsels prudence in appropriations es- 
pecially in view of the reduction of the 
tax rate by the new constitution from 75 
to 6 cents. During the past two years 
the disburseménts have exceeded those of 
the previous two by $1,400,000. Fortunate- 
ly there was an increase of tax values 
of nearly $50,000,000. He estimates that the 
treasury may rely on an increase in the 
convict earnings, but will lose some 
$30,000 by the proposed reduction. of the 
fertilizer tax which he takes for grante@ 
will be made. The expense of the in- 
sane aslyum and the deaf and dumb 
school constantly increase. 

On the bonded debt he merely reports 
what he has done. Offers to take the 
more than eight millions of bonds now 
paying 4 and 5 per cent at 31-2 have been 
received, the purchaser agreeing to pay 
the difference between that interest and 
the present rate to the maturity of the 
bonds in 1986, with a premium which 
would make the state pay really 31-4 per 
cent. These offers he has declined be- 
cause he thinks the state can do better 
than that. 

He alludes to the largely increased ap- 
propriations for the common schools, and 
thinks the 3 mill tax in lieu of all direct 
appropriations will yleld more money. 
He makes no recommendations on com- 
mon school legislation. He coincides in 
the recommendation of Superintendent 
Gunnells in his recent report that the 
direct agricultural schools be put under 
one board, to consist of the superinten- 
dent of education, the commissioner of 
agriculture and the professor of agri- 
culture in the Auburn college, and that 
they be turned into schools of practical 
instruction in agriculture. 

For the Girl's Industrial school at 
Montevallo, he recommends an appro- 
priation of $25,000 to complete its build- 
ings, and an increase in the yearly ap- 
propriation.

They said it would sat- 
isfv, however, public demand for action 
and show the disposition of congress to do 
what it could. The democrats, although 
they all supported the bill, took the view 
that it did not go far enovgh, saying 
that coal should go on the free list, and 
when the bill came back from the senate 
with a provision which virtually placed 
anthracite coal on the free list they ap- 
plauded vigorously. Mr. Dalzell, in the 
course of his remarks, said that there 
was practically no anthracite coal in the 
world except that in the United States 
and a little in China. The senate amend- 
ment was adopted without division. 

Resort to Democratic Doctrine. 


During the debate Mr. Richardson said 
when the stress of emergency came there 
was perforce «: recourse to democratic 
doctrine. 

Mr. Williams. of Missigsippi. who fol- 
lowed Mr. Richardson, contended that the 
removal of the duties must result in re- 
ducing the price of coal. Mr. Dalzell de- 
clared that the hypocrisy of the other 
side was apparent from the remarks of 
Mr. Richardson. The opposition. he said, 
was simply playing politics. The demo- 
cratic “perfidy and dishonor” bi 
contained a duty on coal, s be x 

Mr. Maddox. of Georgia, denounced the 
whole proceeding as a piece of humbug. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, declared that 
this was “late day repentance” on the 
otr side. If the president and depart- 
ment of justice, he said, had done their 
duty months ago when they were galli- 
vanting around denouncing trusts, ‘‘the 
Situation would be different now.” 

Rapid progress was made with the 
army appropriation bill after the coal 
bill had been passed.

Washington, January 14.—The bill re- 
ported the Ways and means com- 
mittee yesterday to provide for a rebate 
of the duties on foreign coal for a period 
of ear was passed in short order 
by the house today by practically a unan- 
imous vote, 2s to o, those voting against 
it being Messrs. Cushman and Jones, of 
Washington; Gaines, of West Virginia; 
Monde!ll, of Wyoming, and Patterson, of 
Pennsylvania, all repubiilcans. The bill 
was considered under the operation of a 
rule whi eut off opportunity to amend. 
The only opposition to the measure came 
of the members representing 
cOal states, who expressed the fear that 
the admission of Chinese mined coal 
mined in Canada would injure the coal 
industry of their states. 

Both Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, and 
Mr. Payne, of New York, the republican 
leaders, expressed the opinion on the 
floor that the bill would not relieve the 
existing distress. They said it would sat- 
isfy, however, public demand for action 
and show the disposition of congress to do 
what it could. The democrats, although 
they all supported the bill, took the view 
that it did not go far enough, saying 
that coal should go on the free list, and 
when the bill came back from the senate 
with a provision: which virtually placed 
anthracite coal on the free list they ap- 
plauded vigorously. Mr. Dalzell, in the 
course of his remarks, said that there 
was practically no anthracite coal in the 
world except that in the United States 
and a little in China. The senate amend- 
ment was adopted without division. 

Resort to Democratic Doctrine. 


During the debate Mr. Richardson said 
when the stress of emergency came there 
was perforce a recourse to democratic 
doctrine. 

Mr. Williams. of Missigsippi, who fol- 
lowed Mr. Rithardson, ca@ntended that the 
removal of the duties must result in re- 
ducing the price of coal. Mr. Dalzell de- 
clared that the hypocrisy of the other 
side was apparent from the remarks of 
Mr. Richardson. ‘The opposition. he said, 
was simply playing politics. The demo- 
cratic “perfidy and dishonor’ bil): had 
contained a duty on coal, « be % 

Mr. Maddox. of Georgia, denounced the 
whole proceeding as a piece of humbug. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, declared that 
this was “late day repentance” on thie 
otr side. If the president and depart- 
ment of justice, he said, had done their 
duty months ago when they were galli- 
vanting around denouncing trusts, ‘the 
Situation would be different now.” 

Rapid progress was made with the 
army appropriation bill after the coal 
bill had been passed. The most impor- 
tant amendments adopted were fo in- 
crease the officers In the signal carps by 
twenty-three, namely, one colonel, two 
Heutenant colonels, four majors, cight 
captains and eight first lieutenants, and 
another offered by Mr. Hay, of Virginia.

army transport service without action 
by congress.

The first state- 
ment he made caught the attention of the 
audience, as it was the belief that he 
was referring to Commissioner Johnson, 
Who made quite a humorous witness sey- 
tral nights ago. 

Commissioner Jores said: 

“I am no odrator nor am I a comedian. 
I did not come here to create laughter or 
applause from any one.” 

Mr. Jones then read the oath of a po- 
lice commissioner. 

“There has been,” he said. ‘4 good deal 
said about me going to the station house 
{ go down there as often as my duties 
require and sometimes a good deal ofter- 
er. Before this committee began its ses- 
sions I did not know there was a law to 
prevent either citizens or police commis- 
sioners from visiting the station house as 
often as they want to.” 

The witness stated that he had been 
secretary of the police board for four 
years, and in addition had charge of the 
Stables, both of which @uties took him 
frequently to the police barracks. 

“In regard to the new,.men put on last 
fall,” said Mr. Jones, “when Mr. Day 
nominated Mr. Key I dff.not think he 
Was a proper man to be on the force. [I 
have always felt very kindly toward 
Mr. Key. He saved my little girl from 
a very serious accident.”’ 

Policeman Key’s Case. 

Mr, Jones stated that Mr. Ney had 
been detailed by Chief of Police Ball, 
with Patrolman Rosser, to Z0 on an ex- 
€ursion of negroes to protect the property 
of the railroad. Mr. Jones stated that 
Mr. Key had become inToxicated while on 
the excursion, and upon the return of the 
party to Atlanta had been locked up. 
The witness stated that Mr. Key had en- 


tered a plea of guilty to the charges pre-: 


ferred against him, and had been dis- 
charged from the force. Because of the 
circumstances connected with his dis- 
charge he voted against hirg when ha 
was nominated for special duty at tha 
park last fal! ; 

Mr. Jones said he had voted against 
V. M. Barrett last fall because he thdugat 
him physically disqualified. 

Mr. Means, he said, he had not voted 
for because the applicant could not pay 
his debts 

“A good deal,’’ said the witness, “has 
been said about the deadlock ir the police 
hoard When Il went on the board. five 
years ago, I was not for Captain Eng- 
lish for chairman. Mr. Patterson was my 
choice and he was elected. The second 
year there was a fight on Mr. Patterson. 
but I nominated him attd he was again 
elected. 

“The third year of my term I was agai’: 
for Mr. Patterson. Captain English one 
time received three votes, and &k voted 
for him because J had said I would do 
so. When I voted for him Mr. Jonnson 
got up and changed his vote.” 

Witness then went into the history of 
that deadlock and the history of other 
elections on the police board. 

“Mr. Johnson,’’ the witness said, ‘stated 
that he was for any one to beat Jones; 
tit there is no compromise in Jones. 
Well, gentlemen, I want to say that I 
corsider that a compliment. I have never 
voted for him, and he has never voted for 
me. Wen he says there is no compromise 
‘nm me | take it as a compliment.”’ 

Questions Are Asked. 

Questions were first asked of the wit- 
ness by Councilman Hynds. 

Hynds—I belleve it was brought out 
that a pool room was in operation on 
Peachtree street, and that there was a 
system of signals by which the operators 
of it were notified of the approach of the 
police. Do you Know anything apout 
that? 

Jones—Or'y what I read in The Atlafita 
News. 

Witness stated how he had made at- 
tempts to run the poo! rooms out of town, 
and how he had cooperated with the chief 
of police. He told of the conviction of 
his brother, Lorenzo Jones, for operating 
a pool room, and of his subsequent fine of 
$50. 

Q—-Is it true that you have ever tried 
to influence any member of the force in 
an improper way? 

A.—Ii is not true. The policemen wil! be 
put or the stand; you can ask them that 
question. 

Hynds—For myself, I hope it will not 
be necessary to put up any of the potice- 
men. 

Q.—You recognize that there are two 
factions? 

A.—That faction is not as bad as it 1s 
cracked up to be. 

Q@.—Do you not tine up? 

A.—Weil, I think Captain Brotherton 
and I vote together about as frequently 
2s any two members of the board, 
especially on this question of turning off 
orunkards. 

Councilman Hynds went over the book 
of minutes and questioned the witness 
about the various votes that he found re- 
corded there. 

Q.—Has this factional spirit in the board 
gone to the police force? 

A.—Well, possibly it bas, so far as a few 
of. the men are concerned.

Important Case To Be Argued. 

On Tuesday, January 20, an important 
and interesting case will be argued be- 
fore the supreme court. The case reads 
Roff agaimat the mayor and aldermep of 
the town of Calnoun, and was brought 
for the purpose of preventing the town 
authorities from issming bonds for schoo] 
purposes, because it is claimed that the 
bonds proposed to be issued will make 
the total bonded debt of the town in 
excess of 7 per cent of the taxable prop- 
erty, which is the limit fixed by the state 
constitution. The brief in the case was 
filed in the supreme court yesterday by 
Hon. L. F. Garrard, of Columbus, city 
attorney of Columbus, and was filed in 
response to an invitation from the su- 
preme court directed to all parties in- 
terested in the question involved. 

The question in a nutshell ts whether 
the interest on the bonded debt of a 
town is a part of the bonded debt. The 
Supreme court has already held in the 
case of tne bonded debt of the state 
that the interest is a part of that debt. 
In the case of the Calhoun bonds, if the 
interest for the whole time that tne 
bonds are to run is copsidered a part 
of the debt, then the bonded debt of the 
town would exceed tne constitutional 
limit. If the interest is not so considered, 
or if only one year's interest is taken 
into consideration as a part of the debt, 
then Calhoun would have a right under 
the constitution to issue the bonds. 

The question involved is a Very pretty 
ene, and may affect many other muni- 
cipalities and counties in the state which 
have large bond issues outstanding.

Because his wife has been driven away 
from home. the happiness of his home 
being broken up theg?by, and his life 
made miserable and desolate by those 
whom he terms “money sharks’ and 
‘“fleecers,”’ Rev. R. L. Stephens, a li- 
censed preacher and a ruling elder in 
his church, has filed suit against the 
Kennesaw Loan Company, James Buch- 
annan, manager, cond W. K. Bear and 
C. R. Setz, proorietors, to recover al- 
leged damages to the amount of $5,000. 

In his petition, which he filed in the 
city court yesterday morning. Rev. Mr. 
Stephens, through his attorneys, Lump- 
kin & Boykin, makes some sensational 
charges against the Kennesaw Loan 
Company, and accuses its manager and 
proprietors of having conspired together 
to blacken his character and thereby 
cause him to lose his position. 

He aleges in the petition that a num- 
ber of months ago h borrowed trom 
the Kennesaw Loan Company the sum 
of $3 and that upon this loan he! was 
compelled to pay interest at the rate of $2 
per month. He says he paid this interest 
for six months, therebv paying to the 
loan company in interest a'one the sum 
of $12, and because he failed to pay the 
principal, the loan company carried the 
matter into the justice courts, and it was 
here that he alleges that they attempted 
to blacken his fair name. 

He says that his wife wes dunned and 
threatened until she was afraid to stay 
at home. and left and went into the 
country to avoid being arrested, accord- 
ing to their threats, and in this way his 
home has been broken up and his life 
made miserable, he declares. 

He states that he was making a 
ary of $10 a week, but the alleged ‘‘ficec-

WESTERN UNION 
BEATS RAILWAY 


Wins Fight to Prevent Penn- 
sylvania From nemov- 
ing Wires. 


Trenton. NJ... January 14—In_ tne 
United States circuit court, district of 
New Jersey,. a decision was filed today 
in favor of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, restraining the Pennsylvania 
railroad from interfering with the com- 
pany’s lines along the road. The injunc- 
tion is made permanent. 

The decision, as handed down, recites 
the following United States statute, en- 
acted July 24, 1866: 

“Any telegraph company now organized, 
or which may hereafter be organized un- 
der the laws of any state, shall have 
the right to construct, maintain and op- 
erate telegraph lines over and along any 
of the military or postroads of the United 
States. which have been or may here- 
after be declared such by law, but such 
lines of telegraph shall be so constructed 
and maintained as not to interfere with 
the ordinary travel on military 
roads.” 

All railroads are declared by law to be 
postroads. 

The contention of the defendant com- 
pany that it has entered into a new con- 
telegramb company, 


such 


its right of way for the lines of more 
than one company, the decision says, 
ought to await the final determination of 
the cause. 

Pittspurg, January 14.—-A new phase of 
the legal battle between the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and the Penn- 
svlvania Railroad Company developed to- 
day, when ‘the Pefinsylvania company 
filed a cross-bill in the United States 
circuit court against the Western Union. 
The cross-bill alleges that a partnership 
has existed between the plaintiff and de 
fendant for years, and the court is asked 
to deciare that all contracts and agree- 
ments between the defendant and plaintiff 
be terminated and ended as of June 2, 
1908: thut an-accounting be had‘and a de- 
cree made fixing and determining the re- 
spective rights and standing of the plain- 
tiff and defendant in and to the property 
constituting the lines of telegraph, which 
are the subject matter of this litigation. 

The court is further asked to declare 
that the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany has no right or authority to occupy 
any portion of the property of the plain- 
tiff under the acts of congress.

Another Meeting. 

Asheville, N. C., January 14.—(Special.) 
A state meeting has been called at 
Raleigh by the Associated Boards of 
Trades of North Carolina, for the pur- 
pose of entering a protest to the general 
assembly, now in session, against rail- 
way freight discriminations in this state 
and of trying to secure a more uniformity 
of freight rates. All the leading cities 
and towns will be represented, and there 
will be a big fight made to secure legisla- 
tion asked.

How Corbin Was Rated. 


Brooklyn Eagle: There is a stir among 
the younger officers of the army Over a 
fight that is being made to correct the 
war department's method of grading first 
and second lieutenants. The department 
decided that the new officers snould be 
ranked according to the date of accept- 
ance of commissions. and has gone ahead 
on’ this basis. This has ‘brought a tre- 
mendous howl from many officers, who 
find that they are rankéd by youngsters 
who were not even in the Spanish war. 
These kickers want the gradings to be 
made on the basis of prior service. 

A prominent United States senator, who 
is noted for his propensity to grab every- 
thine in the way of patronage in sight. 
called on General Corbin yesterday to pro- 
test against the place assigned to one of 
his favorites in the list of second lieuten- 
ants. General Corbin was firm, and said 
that there was nothing left for the de- 
partment but to stick to its policy of 
rating the men according to the date of 
acceptance of commisions. “This may 
seem to work injustice to some.’ said 
General Corbin. “but whatever was done 
was certain to bring kicks. For my part. 
I believe that the best thing to do is to 
follow the plan adopted in 1866, when the 


army was reorganized, after the civil war.
